2. Mr. GitscJi stated that ha had Iieord many conflicting Interpretations 
of the new U.S. policy tovard HAEPO, as presented in the 26 April ceraoraaiUB, 
some of vhich caused hin considerable concern, sod thact he had sought this 
seotlng la order to ask Mr. HI tee gcos questions concerning the intentions 

of the U.S. He then launched into a discussion of the current status of theNATO 
1966 force roquirooents. !Je dlccusaed the background leading up to the 
prcocnt tiiae, rof^rrinc generally to the following stages of dcrvclopment: 

a. The Lisbon forco goals, vhich were baaed x^on conventional 
shield forces. 

b* Evolution totmid emphasis on nuclear treepoau under tba guidance 
of General Gruenther and General Ifcrstsd. 

c. Develqpoient of the HACK) Political Directive ar*3 Strategic Concept. 

d. Difficultleo in developing MC 70 and problem raised by this 
document. 

e. The background and development of the MC 70 Countxy Studies. 
Ha cited Mr. Spaek*s idea of visiting tho NATO natlona in order to obtain 
greater defense efforts; General Itorstai's proposal to do sore 'preliminary ) 
ttULtaxy vox*"; tjg__jpiar*-1' w ift1» .«f*1*"g data usod In Uie studies, snd the 
difficulties raised by the natiotte. 

f . Efforts to find a now solution vhich restated in the adoption ty 
the Council of tho nev Triennial Wovicv, the developnont of tho 1^66 force 
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»qulrcoGijto aa the bczls for that ^2vlcv, and the conaequent prt^romdnc 
eaeejrciDc for 1262-196U. 

3. Mr. Grc&i elaborated upon the last of the ©bovo points, otatins that 
the criminal intent cf tho procedure hoi. In effect, been subverted by the { 

ZUffO ndlitary. While the procedure hod contaaplated three year proijrans baaed 
upon force requircrjentc which had. boon approved, and accepted, by the nation©, 
«a& would therefore to acceptable to thee* tills idea had already been loot. 
Siwc the Military Conaitteo had not been able to opprovc the 1966 force 
taquixtsnente en the tics schedule originally called for (rdd-Februaxy 1^1 h 
tbo Council Juki, in order to perait tna conduct of an interim review in 1^01, 
authorized the nuprcB» CoranoDderG to issue their tfcres year prolans, rccoc- 
nl*ing tJiat only the prosrau for 1 ( J&2 vould have any validity. ;;aw, tho 
Supreme Caw&anderfl propooc to conduct bilateral diacuaaiona vita the nations

b. Justification of thuir pro^^racae not only for lj62, aa had bo*n 
agreed by trie Council, but also for 1963 and 196*u 

Mr. (iiw;i indicated that till a voa a noct unsatisfactory cxato of affairs, 
because t;>erc would oe no cocrasn Eiaetintf .;round for tho diocuoe;iono. r»ome 
nafcicne (:kj cited Belgium ao h specific cxaoplo) had already stated ttiat tuey 
irould not diocuao vtogt&ug beyond 1>j2 until nooo atfrainei'.t nad LX»on reached 
OQ tho l^x> reiiuireioontii. :-ir* ';re«jh concluded nia oriefir^ uy stating that rie 
did not acta vhcro wo could i,o fron iicrc, rwr now the U..;. policy fitted into 
the present situation. 

k. After lain opening remarks, there vao a diacuooion of oevorol specific 
qpBotiuno raised by y-r. arerfi. .to flrat aakod if his interpretation vats correct 
that theru van, in fact, a definlto chance in U.S. policy. iio referred to ttia 
Daw procedure for pro&racciing which nad boon indicated by /ttboacodor Finlcttar 
to tho Council on #3 April, and unkod if the U.:;. deal rod to change the 
accepted fi/iPO procedure which iiad Juat uean developed. At Mr. i.itzc'o request, 
Mr. Wolf described tho proaraminc procedure, wiiieh involved having the HATO 
Conmandcra develop two alternate oeta of program oaaed upon two levels of 
»aource availabilities. Mr. Wolf pointed out that the U.8. hod uug^eated 
thie laethod es ui» poceibility, but as ono whicn r^iould oe di&ctusoed in tho 
Council, with the oclvice of tiic idlitaxy authoriticu, to dctenrdne hov txjat 
tha wjjw <U>. viewn trdRht i>u introduce;! into tho military pronraso. !<r> GreEh 
6baervtjd Uiat tlwa U.S. suulenly appeartxi to be advocatir^ capabilities 
pfihnln:-; inutead of the IIAIO accepted procedure of rcqxoircacntn planning. 

5, «r t Grofh then oofcod if the u.0. !iad a new policy, and askod for 
an elaboration of U.*o. intentions recnixLina the build-\jp of conventional 
fbrccu, cIUr« Uio atatoront rata by Icr. narpar at the iiiniatcrial Koetlns on 
9 Mv that I1AT0 nust ovoid an invitation to tho USER to encage in limited war. 
Sa stated that ho would be very lute rested in learning Juut how nuch convon- 
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tloool strength tlie U.5. dad In xaindj Juut hov rcueh of a peue* the U.S. 
caaaidored necessary; and vhat the U.S. Intended by "raising the threshold . 
1ST. HitKG replied that there lied, in fact, been a very decided chance in U.S. 
thinking iq $*h3 new Adiainiotration. ;k* stated that elsost <r^»*3W J^J^hft 
pTOMJit Adnlnistretion vas quite concerned over the build-up of nuclear 
varans in riffTQ uhich bad taken place at the expense of convvmtional forces. 
Baateted that there ie no weakening in tho U.S. detertalnailan to defend 
lleatern Europe and cited U.S. cxpronscd Intention* and oction& to enhance 
the etroncth of it3 conventional ea vail o» ita atratasic forcoa. tie added 
that the U.B. expect o the ^uropcen nations to do their nxem i:i building up 
thair own conventional strength, ite referred to tne present unsatiofaetoxy 
situation in r*OR as an exorcple of wiiet noeda to be done. At Ihio poiiit 
Rr. Grash related en alleflory caaparinii tte ettractiveneua of tho &Ia*aor' 
gsrvices (Air Force and :<avy) vith the heaanls of tho "foot eoldior , 
painting out that the foot soldier isuot not bo nada to foci thai, he in only 
ttaanon fodder. (FOrK: In the context presented, tuer>a woo a liint that Mr. 
Qre& vea sugeasting that the U.G. anould not attaapt to ccparate Uve strato£lc 
battle fnxa the local battle in Auropo* leaving the r^iropean nations to figfrt 
the latter. ) Mr. Gresh then aakod Kr. iiitee to Bake certain that tho U.S. 
eapreas clearly ito intention to oalntein the nacoeaery strategic forcee and 
to rate clear that modern conventional vcapona vere also required, in order 
to mta* conventional forcee attractive to iMrope. Ha noted that 'modern 
ne^oaa' verts generally underotood to xaeaa "nodera nuclear weapona, l end that 
V* nuut alao have aodcrn conventional veaponfl. Kr. rdtfco replied that for this 
vary reason he preferred to uae tlva vorda non-nuclear forcee , to indicate 
that a^dcrnixation ie required acroou the board. There vea then a diacueeion 
of recent developoante vhich hai botm realised in modernized non-nuclear (or 
dual purpoao) forcee incluiine Mod-v;ye, lawk, NIJC3 and nodcrn aircraft, ttr. 
Sitae citod the tsaall eacunt of fund© that had &w* into r< and D for non-nuclear 
forces, go compared to that for nuclear forcee, aa the reeaon for no further 
OevelopettntG to date, pointing out the uap between dcvelopoent end production. 

6. :<r. Grogh then exproaaed hie undcretandinG of Uic current 'conflicting 
difficulties facing the U.3. , an follows: 

a« Tho balance of payments problem. 

b. Tho problem of devoting Greater economic rcoourcea to the lees 
developed countries. 

c. The new problem of obtaining greater defense efforto from tho 
European nations. 

At thie point, Kr. Nitao noted that the U.S. balance of pctfiaento vaa not a 
M conf lie tine difficulty' of the IVJ., but that it reoulted from the U.S. 
afforto in aaoieting to rebuild Weotera iiurope after the var, and ia reflected 
in the balance of paywnts eurpiuBeo enjoyed by several nations, particularly 
Oewany, but including Italy, rtotherlarria, and alao Japan. Mr. Qrx>fi& expreseed
